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4 Wing Coin club 


Did You Know .... that a Canadian numismatist formed a coin club in Europe that became well respected in and around 
Germany? 


Victor Gadoury was an aircraft metals technician when he formed the 4 Wing Coin Club in Baden - Baden, Germany about 
1964. Victor was stationed at the Canadian Air Force Base in Europe when he conceived the notion of a coin club for his 
fellow airmen. The club immediately had a membership of 25. 


In November 1965 the 4 Wing Coin Club held their second coin show drawing fellow club members and many visitors from 
surrounding parts of Germany. For this second show Gadoury wanted to have a token made. He couldn’t find anyone to help 
with this task and so Gadoury decided to try to make a token himself. With no prior engraving skill he tracked down a small 
press and borrowed some very small dentist drills from the dentist associated with the 4 Wing unit. The pieces needed to be 
small as the press could only produce enough pressure to make a 17mm sized aluminum token. Gadoury made 3,000 
pieces with his own money and handed them out at the November 1965 coin show. The tokens were so well received that 
Gadoury made a second issue for the club’s third coin show held in March 1966. 


3000 of these tokens were made for the second 4 Wing coin show. 
Another issue was made changing the reverse lettering from 
COIN/1965/CLUB to RCAF under a Maple Leaf. 


Victor Gadoury was discharged from the Canadian army in 1972 and immediately formed the numismatic publishing house 
Editions Gadoury. In 1978 Gadoury moved his publishing house to Monaco. Editions Gadoury was acquired in 1994 by two 
Italian numismatists one of whom continues to run the firm today.
